On  motion,  Mr.  Frank  S.  Shaw,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  acted 

as  Chairman  of  the  meeting,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Douglass,  Secretary  of  the  Board 

of  Managers,  acted  as  Secretary. 

The    President,    before    presenting   his    annual    report,    made    some  "general 

remarks  on  happenings  and  conditions  in  the  hospital. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Society,  the  Churches  and  All  Our  Other  Friends: 

The  history  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  for  the 
year  1924  presents  no  new  or  exceptional  situations  or  conditions  except,  per- 
haps, for  the  fact  that  death  has  entered  very  largely  into  the  history  of  the  year. 
Of  the  Staff,  we  lost  Dr.  B.  W.  Sippy,  for  many  years  one  of  its  very  prom- 
inent members,  and  one  of  the  very  prominent  physicians  of  the  middle  west, 
if  not  of  the  country.  Of  our  Board  of  Managers,  three  answered  the  final 
call ;  Mr.  Frank  C.  Caldwell,  Mr.  Charles  L.  Hutchinson,  and  Mr.  James  B. 
Forgan.  All  of  these  men  had  given  most  freely  of  their  time  to  the  hospital 
and  its  needs,  and  the  influence  of  their  efforts  will  long  be  felt  and  remem- 
bered by  those  with  whom  they  came  in  contact.  We  note  also  the  death  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Dent  who,  although  not  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  had  for  many  years  in  times  past  been  a  devoted  member 
of  that  Board. 

The  needs  of  the  hospital  in  all  departments  are,  of  course,  steadily  in- 
creasing and  we  are  today,  perhaps,  giving  more  to  our  patients  than  we  ever 
have  in  the  past. 

We  have  added  during  the  year  1924,  seven  graduate  nurses  to  our 
regular  force,  and  also  a  resident  physician  for  night  service.  Also  the 
percentage  of  nurses  and  employes  generally,  to  the  number  of  patients  has 
increased  substantially  during  the  last  few  years.  For  instance,  in  January 
of  1921,  with  a  slightly  smaller  number  of  patients,  we  had  208  nurses  in  at- 
tendance as  against  227  in  the  closing  months  of  1924.  The  number  of  em- 
ployes increased  during  the  same  period  from  266  to  329. 

With  these  figures  in  front  of  you,  you  will  understand  why  it  costs  us 
more  to  take  care  of  a  patient  now  than  it  did  five  years  ago.  In  this  con- 
nection, I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  cost  per  capita  last  year 
exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year,  the  daily  cost  per  capita  to  the  hospital 
being  $6.51. 
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The  Endowment  Fund  of  the  hospital  was  substantially  increased  during 
the   year: 

The  Mary  Reed  estate $20,000 

Frank   C.   Caldwell   estate 15,000 

Mme.    McCormick 50,000 

Joseph    Rathborne $5,000 

Samuel    Cozzens 1 ,000 

and  we  received  from  the  Samuel  Ruggles  Hall  estate  $5,000,  the  income  of 
which  is  payable  directly  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board.  The  income  of  one- 
half  of  the  amount  given  by  the  Mary  Reed  estate  also  is  payable  to  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Board. 

The  records  of  the  various  departments  which  appear  elsewhere  in  this 
Annual  Report  will  give  you  a  much  more  comprehensive  view  of  the  work 
than  the  President  could  possibly  give  in  a  statement  of  this  kind.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  you  will  give  these  figures  and  statistics  your  close  and 
careful  scrutiny. 

It  would  be  unfair  if,  in  this  report,  the  President  failed  to  give  due 
recognition  to  the  services  of  Mr.  Bacon  and  his  assistants;  and  to  Miss  Mc- 
Millan, our  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  and  her  assistants  for  the  way  in  which 
they  have  carried  on  their  part  of  the  work  of  the  hospital.  The  Medical  Staff 
also  have  given  freely  of  their  time  and  skill  and  have  willingly  cooperated 
at  all  points  in  the  work  of  the  hospital.  To  them  the  President  gives  full 
credit  and  thanks.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  has  been  of  marked  as- 
sistance not  only  in  the  things  accomplished  for  the  hospital,  but  in  their 
loyalty  and  unselfish  devotion  to  the  work.  This  has  been  an  inspiration  to 
all  with  whom  they  have  come  in  contact.  I  am  very  glad  to  give  full  recogni- 
tion to  all  at  this  time  for  the  service  given  to  the  hospital.

Mr.  Shaw:  This  is  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Presbyterian  Society  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago.  I  will  ask  Dr.  Swartz, 
Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  to  lead  us  in  prayer.  (Prayer.)  The 
minutes  of  the  last  regular  meeting  held  about  a  year  ago  have  been  printed 
in  our  regular  book.  Do  you  wish  them  read  or  are  they  approved  as  written? 
Moved  by  Mr.  Scott  that  they  be  approved  as  rendered.    Motion  carried. 

Mr.  Shaiv:  I  am  not  given  to  long  introductions,  especially  when  the 
party  I  am  intending  to  introduce  is  much  better  known  than  I  am.  I  assure 
you  that  the  fact  that  we  serve  luncheon  here  is  no  reason  for  our  having  doc- 
tors in  attendance.  We  wanted  the  doctors  here  to  get  just  a  word  from  them  as 
to  their  views  in  regard  to  the  hospital.  It  was  with  some  effort  that  we  were 
able  to   get  them.     Dr.   Herrick  is   Senior  Physician,   and   I  will  call   on   him 

Dr.  Herrick:  Mr.  Shaw  of  the  Board,  said  he  wanted  a  few  of  the  old- 
timers  of  the  Staff  to  come  and  speak  about  the  future  of  the  hospital.     Per* 
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haps  it  would  have  been  more  appropriate  to  ask  some  of  the  younger  men 
to  speak  about  the  future.  I  cannot  help  going  back  to  the  time  when  I  first 
became  connected  with  the  hospital  and  comparing  the  institution  as  it  was 
some  thirty-five  years  ago  with  the  hospital  of  today.  Then  there  were  ninety 
beds  filled  almost  entirely  with  surgical  patients,  there  was  no  laboratory,  no 
X-ray,  no  Social  Service,  the  Training  School  offered  a  two  years'  course;  but 
the  Hospital  did  good  work.  I  remember  going  to  the  Superintendent  and 
asking  him  if  we  could  not  have  a  microscope  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital, 
and  he  said  "What  do  you  want  with  a  microscope?"  I  said  that  there  were 
instances  when  a  microscope  should  be  used  in  diagnosis,  such  as  examination 
of  the  blood.  It  was  a  real  necessity.  The  cost  would  be  $95  but  he  said  he 
would  try  to  put  it  through.  He  did,  and  that  was  the  only  'scope  we  had  for 
years. 

When  we  compare  those  days  with  the  present,  we  see  the  immense  progress 
that  has  been  made.  We  now  have  a  hospital  that  will  accommodate  five  times 
as  many  patients.  Better  medical  care  is  given,  the  hospital  is  fulfilling  an 
educational  program,  and  we  have  a  Training  School  that  is  not  surpassed  in 
excellence  by  any  in  the  country.  Then  we  have  laboratories  such  as  the  X-ray 
and  the  laboratory  for  Chemistry  and  Basal  Metabolism.  We  have  here  a 
hospital  that  is,  I  think,  not  surpassed  by  any  other  in  Chicago.  I  question  if 
it  is  equalled.  I  am  speaking  as  a  member  of  the  Staff  and  not  of  the  Board, 
because  they  say  definitely  that  it  does  surpass  everything  else. 

About  the  future  :  I  take  it  that,  in  the  first  place,  you  desire  cooperation. 
That  speaks  well  for  the  future.  In  the  second  place,  you  are  not  satisfied  with 
what  you  are  doing;  there  is  that  spirit  that  wants  something  a  little  better, 
something  of  change.  If  you  were  satisfied  to  look  upon  this  most  excellent 
hospital  and  say  that  it  could  not  be  better,  then  deterioration  would  begin. 
No  building  can  go  on  year  after  year  without  changes  being  made;  no  insti- 
tution, no  ideas  can  remain  unchanged  year  after  year.  There  must  be  repairs, 
changes,  modifications.  You  are  doing  wisely  to  look  ahead  to  see  how  you 
can  improve  things.  You  plan,  and  I  hope  the  plan  can  be  realized,  to  increase 
the  capacity  of  the  hospital.  The  doctors,  too,  must  improve  the  character  of 
their  work.  I  am  delighted  to  see  that  there  is  such  an  intimate  relation  be- 
tween Rush  Medical  College  and  the  hospital,  because  Rush  has  an  educational 
function  of  extreme  importance  and  the  more  that  can  be  done  by  the  hospital 
toward  education,  the  better  care  you  will  be  giving  to  your  patients.  The 
Training  School,  excellent  as  it  is,  will  be  improved,  so  that  changes  will  take 
place  all  along  the  line. 

One  word  of  caution :  There  is  a  danger  that  the  component  parts  of 
which  this  hospital  is  made  will  try  to  work  individually,  that  the  nurses  will 
try  to  do  things  in  their  way,  the  Social  Service  department  in  their  way,  Mr. 
Shaw  will  be  more  interested  in  the  financial  side,  the  Doctors  will  want  to 
see  that  the  operating  room  is  just  right,  that  they  are  given  an  opportunity 
to  take  care  of  their  private  cases,  and  that  the  records  are  properly  kept. 
There   is   the  possible   danger   that   all   of   us   may   overlook   the    fact   that   the 
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primary  object  of  this  hospital  is  to  help  the  patient  ;  a  danger  that,  in  our  in- 
terest in  that  which  concerns  us  most  intimately,  we  may  forget  the  patient. 
So  I  would  say  that,  in  all  of  the  work  for  improvement  of  our  plant,  we  must 
remember  that  what  we  are  trying  to  do  primarily  concerns  the  patient.  I 
have  no  fear  for  the  future  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  when  T  see  the 
earnestness  and  sincerity  with  which  all  concerned  arc  taking  hold  of  the  work. 
When  members  with  so  many  different  interests  arc  brought  together  on  occa- 
sions like  this,  it  augurs  brilliant  success  for  the  future. 

Introduction  of  Dr.  Bcvau  by  Mr.  Shaw.  "Dr.  Bevan  is 
Ranking  Surgeon  of  our  Staff,  and  we  shall  be  very  glad  to 
hear  from  him." 
Dr.  Bevan:  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  when  it  was  founded  was  very 
fortunate  in  making  a  combination  with  a  teaching  institution.  It  was  a  pioneer 
in  that  field  and  I  think  it  will  be  interesting  to  you  to  know  how  extensively 
the  scheme  of  our  development,  that  is,  developing  a  hospital  with  a  teaching 
institution,  has  been  copied  throughout  the  United  States.  The  very  contract 
v\hich  was  drawn  up  by  Rush  College  and  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  has  been  copied  word  for  word  by  a  great  many  of  the 
best  hospitals  in  the  United  States  which  have  made  similar  combinations  with 
medical  schools.  I  think  we  are  very  fortunate  that  the  hospital  has  an 
affiliation  with  a  teaching  institution  of  great  strength,  and,  of  course,  a  teach- 
ing institution  is  greatly  strengthened  by  such  a  hospital  affiliaton.  In  the 
evolution  of  hospital,  not  only  in  this  country  but  throughout  the  world,  it  has 
become  clearer  and  clearer  that  a  hospital  is  not  merely  a  boarding  house  for 
the  care  of  the  sick,  but  it  is  an  institution  with  very  definite  educational  func- 
tions to  perform.  The  educational  function  is  most  important  as  it  means  the 
training  of  younger  medical  men,  the  training  of  nurses,  and  the  training  of 
the  public  as  to  the  importance  of  hospital  work.  As  I  look  back  over  my 
thirty  years'  connection  with  the  hospital,  it  seems  that  we  have  been  very 
fortunate  in  this  particular  w^ay.  You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  we  have 
been  able  to  train  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  a  large  group  of  exceptionally 
competent  men  in  various  fields  of  medicine,  and  that  has  been  shown  by  the 
many  offers  from  other  institutions  to  take  over  our  men.  We  have,  for 
instance,  provided  men  for  such  institutions  as  the  Washington  University  in 
St.  Louis,  the  University  of  Iowa,  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  the  new  de- 
partment that  is  to  be  developed  on  the  Midway  by  the  University  of  Chicago; 
and  our  men  have  had  very  flattering  offers  from  large  institutions  such  as 
Columbia,  the  University  of  Cincinnati,  Johns  Hopkins,  the  University  of  Wis- 
consin and  the  University  of  Michigan.  These  men  have  been  trained  here  and 
the  possibility  of  training  these  men  has  been  provided  by  the  combination  of 
a  well-organized  hospital  and  a  medical  school.  We  have  been  equally  fortunate 
in  developing  a  strong  nurses'  training  school. 

I  think  you  will  be  interested  to  know  of  some  of  the  very  important  re- 
search work  that  has  been  brought  out  by  these  men,  work  of  very  great 
importance  in  many  different   fields.     I   want   especially   to   call  your  attention 
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to  a  brilliant  piece  of  work,  a  most  important  piece  of  work,  that  has  recently 
been  accomplished  by  Dr.  Dick  and  his  wife-a  means  of  prevention  and  a 
cure  for  scarlet  fever.  Dr.  Dick  and  his  wife  trained  here  in  connection  with 
our  own  hospital  and  in  connection  with  the  McCormick  Institute  for  Infectious 
Diseases  where  Dr.  Dick  obtained  a  good  deal  of  his  inspiration  and  did  a 
great  deal  of  his  work.  One  must  give  him  and  his  wife  a  very  definite 
individual  credit  for  this  brilliant  work. 

Just  a  word  or  two  in  regard  to  the  conception  of  the  future.  In  our 
hospital  work  and  in  our  medical  work  we  have  been  controlled  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  controlled  by  the  same  evolution  that  has  controlled  other  enterprises 
about  us  We  all  know  how  this  city  has  grown  from  very  small  beginnings 
to  a  great  metropolis,  beyond  the  dreams  of  the  men  who  were  active  here 
forty  and  fifty  years  ago.  The  same  thing  is  happening  in  medicine.  Medicine 
has  developed  very  rapidly  in  the  past  thirty  years,  and  probably  will  continue 
to  develop  rapidly.  In  the  development  of  medicine,  certain  things  are  neces- 
sary The  most  important  factor  is  well-trained  men.  Another  essential  factor 
is  an  adequate  plant  for  the  men  to  work  in.  Also  there  must  be  the  right 
sort  of  organization  which  will  enable  these  men  to  accomplish  things  in  these 
well-developed  plants.  In  looking  to  the  future,  I  think  we  must  look  towards 
a  larger  development,  the  natural  evolution  of  what  we  already  have.  I  think 
we  are  fortunate  in  the  combination  which  we  have  with  a  teaching  institution 
which  I  believe  will  assist  in  the  right  sort  of  development.  Our  immediate 
needs  are  a  larger  plant  and  a  larger,  more  modern  conception  of  medical 
organization. 

We  have  learned  a  great  deal  in  the  last  ten  years  in  regard  to  the  organi- 
zation of  medicine  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring  the  great  possibilities  of  modern 
medicine  to  all  the  people  of  the  community.  We  should  have  an  adequate 
plant  for  the  care  of  patients,  adequate  laboratories  for  medical  work,  and  an 
organization  which  will  enable  the  men  who  are  carrying  on  this  work  to 
concentrate  their  medical  work  in  the  hospital,  to  have  their  offices  here,  to 
have  an  institution  that  will  be  active  twenty-four  hours  out  of  twenty-four, 
and  to  have  departments  so  organized  that  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night 
patients  can  be  properly  taken  care  of. 

We,  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  have  a  great  opportunity  for  doing 
something  very  much  worth  while  for  medicine  in  the  Mississippi  Valley.  We 
can  do  this  if  we  adopt  the  modern  scheme  of  medical  organization  which 
has  been  developed  at  Rochester  and  the  Mayo  Clinic.  In  order  to  do  this 
we  must  add  certain  additions  to  our  present  plant— two  or  three  hundred 
additional  beds,  especially  moderate-priced  beds,  and  a  building  that  will  furnish 
examining  rooms  for  the  entire  staff  so  that  they  can  concentrate  all  of  their 
medical  work  in  and  about  the  hospital.  We  require  adequate  laboratory 
facilities  and  such  an  organization  of  plant  and  staff  as  will  enable  us  to 
develop  group  practice  so  that  we  can  furnish  the  best  medical  service  to  all 
classes  in  the  community,  rich  and  poor  alike.  With  such  a  plant  and 
organization  we  can  develop  here  one  of  the  great  medical  institutions  of  the 
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world  that  will  bring-  to  the  people  of  our  community  and  the  surrounding 
country  all  of  the  possibilities  of  modern  medical  practice  and  will  furnish 
us  a  medical  center  which  will  enable  us  to  do  the  best  medical  teaching  and 
the  best  medical  research.  I  believe  that  this  will  be  brought  about  within 
the  next  few  years  and  that  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  will  be  the  most  im- 
portant  factor  in  this  great  development. 

Introduction  of  Dr.  Irons,  Dean  of  Rush  Medical  College,  by 
Mr.  Shaw. 

Dr.  Irons:  The  ideal  hospital  has  three  functions:  the  care  and  cure  of 
sick  people,  the  education  of  doctors,  nurses,  patients  and  the  public,  and  par- 
ticipation in  investigation  of  the  cause,  prevention  and  cure  of  diseases.  When- 
ever the  educational  function  lags,  or  the  search  for  new  and  better  methods 
of  treatment  ceases,  the  hospital  tends  to  revert  to  the  old  type  of  custodial 
institution  of  years  ago,  and  the  quality  of  the  care  given  patients  deteriorates. 

The  future  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  therefore,  depends  in  large  part 
on  its  educational  program.  The  close  relation  of  the  Hospital  with  Rush 
Medical  College  throughout  its  history  has  contributed  largely  to  the  growth 
and  progress  of  the  hospital,  and  has  made  possible  many  of  the  contributions 
to  medical  knowledge  and  education  referred  to  by  Dr.  Bevan.  Among  these 
contributions,  in  addition  to  those  by  Dr.  Bevan  himself,  are  those  by  Dr. 
Billings,  Dr.  Herrick,  Dr.  Sippy,  Dr.  Dick  and  Dr.  Woodyatt,  to  mention  but 
a  few.  Recently,  clinicians  at  the  hospital  have  assisted  in  the  introduction 
of  ethylene  as  an  anesthetic,  following  the  experimental  work  of  Dr.  Luckhardt 
of  the  University  of  Chicago.  These  contributions  to  medical  knowledge  have 
not  only  helped  to  place  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  position  it  now 
occupies  among  the  great  hospitals  of  this  country,  but  they  have  each  made 
possible  the  giving  of  better  and  more  effective  service  to  patients  of  this  and 
other  hospitals. 

In  June,  1924,  Rush  Medical  College  became  one  of  the  schools  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  after  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  of  affiliation.  This 
new  relation  makes  possible  the  development  of  medical  education  in  Rush 
Medical  College  and  in  the  Rush  Postgraduate  Medical  School  along  broad 
lines  and  on  a  firm  financial  foundation,  in  which  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
may  jointly  participate.  In  this  participation  in  medical  and  hospital  education 
the  individuality  and  autonomy  of  the  Hospital  are  in  no  way  impaired.  In- 
deed, the  success  of  the  joint  effort  of  Rush  College  and  the  Hospital  can  best 
be  obtained  by  maintaining  the  individuality  of  the  Hospital,  and  at  the  same 
time  establishing  close  cooperation  between  the  two  institutions. 

Constant  improvement  in  methods  for  the  care  of  the  sick  goes  hand  in 
hand  with  advance  in  medical  education  and  research,  and  action  based  on 
the  recognition  of  this  principle  assures  the  realization  of  the  aim  of  the  Hos- 
pital— the  cure  of  disease  and  the  alleviation  of   suffering. 

Mr.  Shaiv:  I  suspect  that  the  Board  of  Managers  has  no  real  conception 
of  the  great  work  of  the  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Board.    The  feminine  touch, 
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inspired  by  loyal  hearts,  means  a  tremendous  lot  in  bringing  peace  and  comfort 
to  those  whom  injury  and  illness  have  brought  into  this  hospital.  We  all  rejoice 
today  in  the  presence  of  a  ladies'  committee  from  that  association,  and  it  gives 
me  much  pleasure  to  introduce  Mrs.  Bass,  its  President. 

Mrs.  Bass:  Everyone  in  hospital  work  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say 
that,  next  to  ingratitude,  the  hardest  thing  in  the  world  to  bear  is  gratitude; 
and  surely  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  upon  its  shoulders  a  burden  of  grati- 
tude which  comes  from  thousands  of  people  who  have  received  the  benefits 
of  the  hospital  because,  altogether  outside  of  the  physical  care,  our  line  of 
work  touches  many  things  which  contribute  to  the  general  welfare  of  the 
individual. 

I  wish  to  mention  first  the  Occupational  Therapy  Shop,  of  which  Mrs. 
McCormick  is  Chairman.  If  a  man  has  something  wrong  with  his  muscles 
and  he  is  put  to  work  at  a  loom  weaving  a  rug,  he  is  learning  how  to  do 
something  useful,  he  will  become  interested  and,  while  working  the  foot-pedal, 
will  be  exercising  the  muscles  and  getting  them  back  into  normal  condition. 
Similarly  in  the  case  of  a  paralyzed  arm  or  something  of  that  sort,  the  per- 
formance of  occupational  therapy  tasks  will  hold  the  patient's  interest,  encour- 
age mental  and  physical  effort  while  strengthening  the  weak  or  atrophied 
member.  Recently  I  learned  of  a  different  type  of  reaction  to  this  work.  A 
young  man— a  very  poor  citizen  and  a  troublesome  patient  in  the  ward— was 
sent  up  to  do  some  work  in  the  Occupational  Therapy  shop.  He  resented  all 
supervision,  suggestions  or  interference  and  finally  left  the  shop  in  a  rage. 
This  occurred  several  times  until  at  last  he  began  to  realize  that  he  was  in- 
terested in  that  place  and  that  if  he  wished  to  work  there,  he  would  have  to 
be  reasonable;  and  he  succeeded.  He  became  interested  in  reed  work,  did  very 
well,  started  a  savings  account,  became  a  good  citizen  and  is  going  to  open 
a  raffia  shop.  Generally,  the  first  work  a  man  wishes  to  do  is  to  make  a  floor 
lamp  with  a  shade.  When  it  is  completed  he  wonders  how  in  the  world  he 
is  going  to  get  it  home.  On  the  other  hand,  a  woman  will  usually  choose  to 
make  a  tray  or  some  small  article  which  she  can  put  in  her  bag  when  leaving. 

Eight  women  from  the  Library  Committee  come  on  Monday  of  each  week 
and,  using  carts  made  in  the  Occupational  Therapy  shop,  take  a  collection  of 
books  around  to  the  wards.  The  selection  is  most  interesting  and  our  women 
have  to  study  book  reviews  and  comments  in  order  to  handle  the  work  in- 
telligently. Members  of  this  committee  find  ma^y  patients  who  are  lonely  with 
whom  they  would  like  to  linger  and  visit,  but  it  is  not  always  possible  to  do  so. 
In  such  cases,  they  report  to  the  Visiting  Committee  whose  members  make 
visits  whenever  it  is  necessary. 

On  Saturday,  usually  once  or  twice  a  month,  we  have  entertainments  in 
the  hospital  chapel.  It  is  a  strange  audience  which  gathers  there.  Some  are 
able  to  walk,  some  are  on  crutches  and  some  in  wheel-chairs.  All  are  very 
appreciative.  On  Sunday  mornings  Mr.  Ware,  the  chaplain,  holds  his  service 
in  the  chapel.  His  audience  is  composed  mostly  of  men.  Strange  to  say,  it 
is  frequently  much  more  easy  to  reach  a  person  when  he  is  ill  or  down  and 
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out  than  it  would  be  otherwise,  lie  feels  the  need  of  something  outside  him- 
self to  cling'  to.  In  memory  of  one  of  our  members,  each  person  attending 
this  service  is  given  a  flower,  which  also  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund,  which  maintains  five  beds,  is  supported  by 
contributions  of  the  children  in  your  Sunday-schools.  This  is  beneficial  not  only 
to  the  sick  children,  but  it  is  an  incentive  to  generosity  and  unselfishness  in 
the  Sunday-school  scholars,  and  a  lesson  on  their  obligations  in  life  to  those 
less  fortunate  than  themselves.  All  of  your  Sunday-schools  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  contribute.  There  are  also  Tag  Day  free  beds,  four  of  them,  the 
fourth  not  yet  quite  paid  for.  These  also  are  for  the  care  of  sick  children. 
Results  obtained  from  Tag  Days  are  marvelous.  Beside  the  free  beds,  they 
take  care  of  a  parental  nurse  and  a  kindergarten  teacher. 

The  Ward  Nurse  is  a  special  nurse  employed  by  the  hospital  through 
endowment.  This  special  nurse  is  put  on  a  case  of  some  ward  patient  who, 
for  instance,  has  had  a  very  serious  operation.  This  patient,  coming  into  the 
hospital  without  money  and  without  price,  is  under  her  special  care  and,  out- 
side of  her  professional  duties,  the  nurse  can  and  does  cheer  and  comfort  her 
patients  in  many  ways  that  only  a  trained  nurse,  whose  heart  is  in  her  work, 
can.  Indeed,  her  very  presence,  with  untold  sympathy  shining  out  of  her 
eyes,  inspires  confidence.     I  do  not  know  of  a  more  human  service  than  this. 

There  is  a  room  for  ministers  and  missionaries  which  was  endowed  through 
the  combined  effort  of  the  Board  of  the  Northwest  and  our  Woman's  Hos- 
pital Board.  Scholarships  are  offered  in  the  Training  School  to  nurses  who  are 
to  be  missionaries.  Very  often  these  girls  come  from  outside  the  city,  from 
homes  where  their  earnings  are  needed  and  as  the  nurses  receive  no  pay  and 
it  takes  something  for  them  to  live,  these  scholarships  are  very  helpful. 

The  Delicacies  Committee  collects  jellies,  jams,  canned  fruit,  etc.,  or  money 
to  buy  fresh  fruit  for  the  ward  patients. 

The  Linen  Committee  supplied  about  one-half  of  the  sheets  used  in  the 
hospital  last  year. 

Next  is  the  Social  Service  department  of  which  Miss  Breeze  is  in  charge. 
Here  is  an  incident  of  which  I  have  personal  knowledge,  which  is  typical  of 
the  work  being  done.  A  young  foreigner  employed  in  a  motor  factory  was 
sick  and  had  been  unable  to  work.  A  doctor  pronounced  his  trouble  tuberculosis 
and  sent  him  to  a  dispensary.  He  was  put  through  a  special  course  for  ten 
days  and  was  discharged  as  not  having  tuberculosis  although  he  was  still  ill. 
The  head  of  the  factory  called  up  the  superintendent  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  man  to  come  to  the  Presbyterian.  Hre  it  was  discovered  that 
he  had  a  goitre,  which  was  operated  on.  He  still  returns  to  the  hospital  at 
regular  intervals  for  examination.  This  follow-up  work  carried  on  by  Miss 
Breeze,  head  of  our  Social  Service  Department,  is  very  valuable.  His  health  is 
greatly  improved,  he  is  going  to  make  a  splendid  citizen  and,  incidentally,  he  is 
a  fan  for  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  Miss  Breeze  is  small,  but  her  arm  reaches 
farther  and  is  stronger  than  the  law.  For  instance,  she  can  reach  out  and 
bring  back  a  deserting  husband — even  brought  one  back  from  as   far  away  as 
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California.  Through  Miss  Breeze's  efforts,  a  very  interesting  wedding  ceremony 
took  place  in  our  chapel,  a  marriage  by  which  a   family   of   three   was   saved. 

I  should  like  to  have  every  woman  in  the  Presbytery  become  an  associate 
member  of  our  Woman's  Board.  We  stand  for  everything  which  means  the 
human  touch  and  it  is  true  in  this  miracle-working  institution  as  in  that  great 
French  hospital,  that  "We  dress  the  wounds,  but  God  heals  them!" 

One  thing  more :  You  remember  the  story  of  the  General  who,  desiring 
a  man  for  a  service  which  meant  almost  certain  death,  called  his  favorite 
regiment,  stated  the  situation  and  asked  for  a  volunteer.  He  turned  his  face 
away  while  their  Colonel  asked  volunteers  to  step  forward  one  pace.  Turning 
again  to  them  and  finding  no  man  in  advance  of  his  fellows  he  said  "Men, 
it  was  too  much  to  ask.  I  am  sorry."  The  Colonel  saluted  and  said  "General, 
you  do  not  rightly  understand.  Every  man  in  the  regiment  stepped  forward." 
To  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  can  only  add  that  to  any 
request  for  help  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  hospital  or  the  patients,  we  will 
all  step  forward. 

Introduction  of  Miss  McMillan,  Superintendent  of  the  School 
of  Nursing,  by  Mr.  Shaw. 

Miss  McMillan:  In  a  very  few  minutes,  I  would  like  to  tell  you  all  about 
our  Presbyterian  Hospital;  but,  because  the  problems  of  the  Nursing  Depart- 
ment become  heavier,  and  it  is  quite  a  difficult  thing  to  nurse  all  the  patients 
who  come  to  the  hospital  the  way  we  wish  to  take  care  of  them,  night  and 
day,  holidays  as  well  as  every  day,  I  would  like,  instead,  to  take  up  that  function 
of  the  School  of  Nursing.  The  community  has  to  have  graduate  nurses,  and 
unless  this  school  does  its  part  as  well  as  all  of  the  other  nursing  schools 
throughout  the  country,  there  would  be  no  graduate  nurses  to  go  out  and  do 
the  work.  That  is  an  important  function  which  we  are  trying  to  carry  on 
successfully.  Some  of  the  young  women  who  come  to  us  are  more  or  less 
spoiled  girls,  who  come  from  homes  where  their  tasks  are  not  very  heavy. 
In  a  short  three  year  period,  these  young  women  have  to  be  transformed,  so 
that  they  will  be  graduated  and  do  justice  to  the  sick  of  the  community.  This 
is  an  educational  problem  and  involves  all  of  the  problems  involved  in  any 
school,  in  colleges,  boys'  schools,  etc.  These  girls  come  with  great  anticipa- 
tion of  what  they  are  going  to  be  taught,  so  that  at  the  end  of  three  years  they 
will  be  able  to  nurse  the  sick  in  a  manner  that  is  a  credit  to  them  and  to  us. 
It  means  well  qualified  teachers  of  considerable  personality,  supervisors,  in- 
structors, class  rooms,  laboratories,  and  class-room  equipment  to  meet  their 
duties  in  the  hospital.  They  cannot  be  pushed  as  other  workers.  They  are 
unskilled ;  they  have  to  be  taught.  As  Mrs.  Bass  said,  they  come  as  students, 
and  we  must  assume  that  attitude  toward  them.  We  have  been  very  fortunate 
during  the  twenty-two  years  of  the  school's  existence  to  have  had  a  high  type 
of  young  woman.  They  compare  favorably  with  the  high  type  of  young  woman 
found  in  other  schools,  women's  colleges,  etc.  We  have  221  students  in  the 
school,  and  they  vary  in  ability  and  personality.    We  have  graduated  761  women 
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to  do  nursing-.  A  large  number  have  married,  but  we  feel  that  they  have 
become  better  citizens,  as  their  training  has  made  them  better  home  workers  and 
able  to  contribute  more  to  any  locality  in  which  they  may  settle.  Many  of  our 
graduates  are  filling  prominent  positions  in  hospitals,  have  become  Directors  of 
Public  Health,  etc.  ;  some  have  made  national  reputations.  We  have  a  group  in 
foreign  countries,  in  Russia,  Persia,  and  also  a  group  in  the  Kentucky  Mountains. 
During  the  last  year,  from  our  Staff  of  Nurses,  three  important  members  went 
to  other  institutions.  Miss  Dennc  went  to  become  Dean  of  Nursing  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin;  Miss  Fletcher,  another  member  of  the  Staff,  went  to  the 
same  institution  to  take  charge  of  the  nursing,  and  Miss  Cutler,  quite  an  important 
member  of  our  staff,  went  to  the  Children's  Memorial  Hospital  on  the  North 
Side,  so  we  feel  we  have  been  giving  our  contribution  towards  helping  the 
nursing  of  this  country.  We,  therefore,  merely  will  say  that  the  problem  is 
three-fold  :  nursing  this  hospital,  fulfilling  our  obligation  to  the  student  group 
of  nearly  three  hundred,  and  preparing  graduate  nurses  to  fill  the  needs  of  the 
community.  It  is  difficult  to  live  up  to  such  a  reputation  as  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  enjoys,  but  we  are  doing  our  best,  and  are  looking  forward  to  doing 
our  best  for  the  good  of  the  medical  profession. 

Mr.    Shaw:      We   will   have   a   few   words   from   Mr.    Bacon. 

Mr.  Bacon:  I  know  you  are  all  getting  tired,  so  I  will  cut  my  remarks 
very  short.  A  gentleman  came  to  my  office  the  other  day  and  said  that  his 
wife  was  not  getting  enough  to  eat.  I  told  him  I  would  look  into  the  matter 
and  called  the  interne,  who  said  it  was  a  stomach  case  and  the  patient  could 
not  have  anything  to  eat  except  cereals  and  milk.  The  man  then  said  "Well, 
I  think  I  should  get  a  rebate  on  my  bill,"  but  I  assured  him  that  what  his  wife 
ate  was  a  very  small  part  of  the  expense  of  caring  for  her. 

Do  you  realize  what  it  costs  to  take  care  of  a  patient?  Do  you  ever  think  of 
the  sacrifice  somebody  has  made  in  the  matter  of  money  to  endow  the  bed  that 
poor  sick  person  is  occupying?  Do  you  ever  think  of  the  sacrifice  made  by  the 
doctors  and  nurses  in  taking  care  of  the  patient?  Members  of  our  staff  spend 
their  time  here  in  the  morning  taking  care  of  patients  who  are  unable  to  pay, 
together  with  those  who  are  able  to  pay  a  doctor's  fee. 

A  hospital  has  to  operate  one  hundred  per  cent.  If  the  Superintendent 
becomes  ill,  there  is  an  assistant  to  take  his  place.  If  Miss  McMillan,  Super- 
intendent of  Nurses,  becomes  ill,  there  is  an  assistant  to  take  her  place;  if 
the  Pharamacist  becomes  ill,  there  is  an  assistant  to  carry  on;  if  the  Chief 
Engineer  does  not  report  for  duty,  there  is  an  assistant  to  step  in,  and  so  on, 
through  all  of  the  departments,  because  our  doors  are  always  open  to  the 
sick.  If  the  pump  that  controls  the  elevator  service  becomes  impaired,  there 
is  another  one  to  take  its  place ;  so  it  is  with  the  pump  that  distributes  hot 
water  through  the  plant.  In  order  to  operate  100%,  it  is  necessary  to  do  this, 
because  we  are  not  dealing  in  merchandise,  we  are  dealing  in  human  life.  One 
out  of  every  ten  people  in  the  United  States  seeks  hospital  treatment.  The 
greater  the  size  of  the  hospital,  the  greater  the  demand — all  of  which  challenges 
us  today  to  greater  activity  than  ever  before.

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THE  TWENTY-SECOND  (22nd)  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 


Mr,  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

The  year  1924,  like  every  preceding  one  of  the  twenty-two  years  since  the 
organization  of  the  School  of  Nursing  in  1903  has  brought  many  problems.  As 
the  hospital  assumes  more  responsibilities ;  as  the  medical  profession  develops 
research  methods ;  as  the  over  burdened  interne  passes  on  additional  work  to 
the  nurse ;  and  as  the  patients'  expectations  of  skilled  service  increase,  in  direct 
proportion,  the  nursing  obligations  of  the  institution  become  heavier.  It  is  not 
easy  to  live  up  to  a  reputation  and  the  effort  to  keep  up  with  that  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  is  a  big  one. 

The  shorter  stay  of  patients,  the  continual  increase  in  individual  aseptic 
precautions,  the  extensive  use  of  a  prescribed  dietary  by  the  medical  staff, 
the  endeavor  to  give  health  education  to  certain  types  of  patients  as  well  as  to 
students  of  medicine  and  of  nursing;  all  necessitate  a  high  quality  of  judg- 
ment and  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  nurse,  while  the  quantity  of  work  also 
continues  to  increase.  For  these  reasons,  during  the  year,  four  additional 
graduate  night  nurses  have  been  placed  in  departments  carrying  from  thirty- 
three  to  fifty-six  patients :  a  head  nurse  has  been  placed  permanently  in  charge 
of  the  Seventh  floor  Murdoch,  and  on  April  1st  a  graduate  nurse  was  given 
charge  of  the  enlarged  dressing  and  examining  rooms  completed  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  Hospital. 

The  improved  care  given  to  patients  is  noticeable  and  justifies  a  recom- 
mendation for  further  use  of  graduate  nurses  where  close  supervision  of  the 
tinder-graduate  is  impossible  and  where  maturity  of  judgment  and  a  well  rounded 
nursing  knowledge  are  essential. 

To  carry  the  general  nursing  of  the  institution  the  permanent  staff  of  nurses 
on  daily  duty  in  the  hospital  has  averaged 

Graduate   Nurses 35 

Advanced  Student  Nurses 130 

Members  six  months  preliminary  class 43 

Total 208 

A  supplemental  transient  group,  with  a  daily  average  of  sixty-one  graduate 
special  duty  nurses  has  given  25,342  days'  care  to  individual  patients  in  the 
hospital. 

The  Endowed  Helen  North  Nurse  has  given  233  days'  free  nursing  to  228 
ward  patients  and  the  partially  endowed  Gladys  Foster  Nurse  service  for  288 
nights  to  290  patients. 

Besides  carrying  the  nursing  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  the  School  of 
Nursing  is  responsible  for  providing  nurses  for  all  clinics  of  the  Rush  Medical 
College ;  for  placing  student  nurses  in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  and  in  the 
Out  Obstetrical  Department  of  the  Rush  Medical  College. 

By  affiliation  it  sends  students  to  the  Durand  Contagious  Hospital,  to 
Chicago  State  Hospital,  Chicago  Lying-in  and  Children's  Memorial  Hospitals ; 
to  the  Infant  Welfare  Association,  the  Chicago  Visiting  Nurse  Association  and 
to  the  Rural  Public  Health  Nursing  Service  of  Cook  County. 

37  student  nurses  have  accomplished  1,426  days'  service  in  the  Central 
Free  Dispensary: 
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69  in  periods  of  two  weeks'  service  have  given  946  days  to  the  Out- 
Obstetrical  Department  of  Rush  Medical  College,  making  4,441  calls 
on  mothers  and  babies : 

29  students  have  been  on  duty  1,843  days  in  the  wards  of  the  Durand 
Contagious  Hospital : 

36  at  the  Chicago  State  Hospital  have  totaled  2,928  days: 

25  at  Children's  Memorial  Hospital  have  totaled  1,821   days: 
9  at  the  Chicago  Lying-in  Hospital,  1,067  days: 

6  with  the  Infant  Welfare  Society,  358  days : 

7  the  Chicago  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  392  days   and 
2  securing  experience  in  rural  nursing  gave  90  days'  service.

The  function  of  the  school  to  adequately  prepare  young  women  to  meet  the 
nursing  needs  of  the  community  in  a  manner  which  will  do  full  justice  to  the 
sick  has  occupied  the  attention  of  the  nursing  staff,  and  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  give  such  education  to  our  students  as  will  permit  of  their  success 
in  whatever  graduate  work  they  may  undertake.  A  well  balanced  schedule  of 
instruction  revised  each  year,  and  published  in  an  annual  announcement  gives 
m  detail  class  room  and  practice  work  covered. 

To  carry  this  schedule  in  an  efficient  manner,  able  teachers  have  been  kept 
on  the  staff,  equipment  of  laboratory,  library,  class  and  lecture  rooms  have 
been  renewed  as  necessary.  At  present  an  additional  mannikin  for  class  room 
work  is  the  greatest  unprovided  need,  while  reference  books,  professional  and 
other  magazines  are  always   essential. 

To  give  good  nursing  to  the  patients,  student  nurses  require  constant  teach- 
ing and  close  supervision  by  qualified  members  of  the  graduate  nurse  staff: 
it  is  necessary  to  release  them  from  hospital  dutv  to  attend  classes  and,  at 
intervals,  transfer  them  from  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  to  a  contagious,  a 
mental  and  nervous  or  other  hospital  or  to  some  form  of  public  health  service 
in  order,  not  only  that  they  may  have  the  rounded  preparation  essential  for  fu- 
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ture  success  but  also  to  meet  the  expectations  of  the  students  of  the  school  and  of 
their  friends  who,  studying  modern  methods  of  nurse  education,  arc  seeking 
schools  of  nursing  associated  with  and  assisted  by  higher  educational  institu- 
tions. Good  teaching,  good  supervision  and  more  especially  good  nursing  of 
the  patients  necessitate  a  large  carefully  selected  graduate  nurse  staff  to  carry 
the  program  through  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Nine  hundred  and  fifty  two  written  inquiries  regarding  the  school  were  re- 
ceived during  the  year;  92  personal  interviews  are  recorded;  96  applications  were 
accepted  ;  95  students  entered ;  21  dropped  out  without  completion  of  the  course. 

Total  number  of  days'  illness,  on  the  part  of  221  nurses  was  1,466  days, 
minimum  time  lost  being  one-half  day  and  the  maximum  ninety  days,  a  student 
with  arthirtis  and  heart  complication  following  infected  tonsils.  There  were 
five  cases  of  appendicitis,  two  being  operative ;  thirty-seven  tonsillotomies ;  one 
tuberculosis,  manifested  shortly  after  entrance  and  now  being  cared  for  by  this 
institution  at  the  Chicago  Fresh  Air  Hospital ;  one  scarlet  fever  case  and 
many  varieties  of  other  ailments,  all  terminating  satisfactorily.  Seventy-three 
were  admitted  as  patients  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  which  gave  497  days' 
service  to  the  school.  Durand  Contagious  Hospital  gave  twenty-five  days'  care, 
the  remaining  944  days  being  managed  in  the  Sprague  Home  by  the  Health 
Nurse. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  many  members  of  the  medical  staff  who  have  re- 
sponded at  all  times  to  our  requests  for  assistance  and  who  have  not  only  given 
medical  treatment  during  illness  but  who  have  contributed  generously  to  the 
class  instruction  of  our  students  and  without  whose  aid  proper  preparation  of 
our  graduates  would  be  impossible. 

Opportunities  of  recreation  through  use  of  the  tennis  court  and  a  small 
basket  ball  field  have  been  made  use  of.  The  addition  of  a  gymnasium  would 
be  of  value  to  the  health  and  pleasure  of  the  student  group,  while  we  again 
present  the  need  of  enlarged  accommodations  for  the  staff  and  students,  the 
shortage  of  bed  rooms,  class  and  sitting  rooms  in  the  Sprague  Home  being 
seriously  felt. 

The  upkeep  of  the  Sprague  Home  is  expressed  in  figures  in  the  auditors' 
yearly  report  but  would  form  a  complete  story  in  itself  to  tell  of  the  physical 
care  of  the  building,  the  daily  effort  to  provide  for  over  three  hundred  who 
sleep  or  eat  or  work  within  its  walls.  The  successful  management  of  this 
problem  by  Miss  Aylward  is  of  much  importance  to  the  institution  which  has 
benefited  for  twenty-two  years  from  her  economical,  faithful  and  generally 
efficient  administration. 

The  annual  concert  of  the  Florence  Nightingale  Chorus  held  March  4, 
brought  in  $1,281.70  for  the  Endowment  Fund,  while  the  Rummage  Sales  of  the 
Alumnae  Association,  also  for  the  same  fund,  totaled  $835.14. 

The  yearly  bazaar  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  Gladys  Foster  Free  Ward 
Nurse  Fund  netted  $365.00. 

A  class  of  sixty  was  graduated  in  May,  bringing  the  number  of  our  graduates 
to  716. 

Many  of  these  are  holding  responsible  positions  in  this  country  and  else- 
where and  the  Alumnae  Association  of  the  school  is  taking  an  active  interest 
in  State  and  National  nursing  affairs. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  on  May  29  of  Gertrude  Hard  of  the  class 
of  1914  and  on  May  31  of  Minnie  Tallon,  class  1909. 

While  unable  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  our  graduates,  on  November  11th 
a  large  group  again  returned  to  the  annual  Home  Coming  and  many  keep  us 
informed  of  their  changes.  Of  those  from  whom  we  hear  who  are  in  active 
nursing  there  are  engaged  in  institutional  work,  149;  in  public  health,  35;  in 
foreign  missions,  12 ;  in  private  duty,  165. 
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The  school  has  had  much  assistance  during  the  past  year  from  its  many 
friends  and  to  all  of  these  it  wishes  to  return  thanks. 

The  loyal  co-operation  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and  the  graduate  nurse 
staff  of  the  school  is  fully  appreciated ;  our  indebtedness  to  the  members  of  the 
medical  staff  is  acknowledged  and  thanks  returned  to  them. 

We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Hamill  who  contributed  our  Christmas 
dinner,  to  the  superintendent  and  officers  of  the  hospital,  also  to  the  members 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  and  to  the  president  and  board  of-  managers 
of  the  institution.
